Kitzhaber 's GMO Task Force 

After he banned counties in OREGON from regulating GMOs, OREGON'S Governor 
Kitzhaber created a GMO Task Force to study GMO issues, because instances of GMO 
cross-contamination of non-GMO crops within OREGON had made the wronged crops 
unsellable on the export market. 

The one thing the GMO Task Force members all agreed on is that there is a shortage of 
data about GMO crops. A final report will be issued at an unspecified time in the future. 
This finding correlates with researchers at the University of Adelaide, Flinders University, 
and the Institute of Health and Environmental Research, whose newly published review 
holds that there isn't enough evidence to conclude that GMO crops are safe to eat.

Monsanto 's CLIMATE CORPORATION 

The founder of GOOGLE VENTURES, Bill Maris, invested in Climate Corporation. 
Former GOOGLE INCORPORATED Executive, David Friedberg, co-founded Climate 
Corporation. He is a vegetarian, and a graduate of the University of Berkley, with a degree 
in Astrophysics. 

In 2013 Monsanto bought Climate Corporation for $930 million. Mr. Friedberg now 
oversees Monsanto' 's high-tech planting equipment, soil and seed analysis, and weather 
modeling services to farmers. 
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Mr. Friedberg is bringing some of Silicon Valley's open approach ethos to Monsanto' 's 
precision agriculture. He thinks Monsanto should embrace labeling GMOs. The Climate 
website makes few mentions of its parent, and has its headquarters in San Francisco. 
Climate crunches weather data to design insurance and improve crop yields. 

The Monsanto President, Brett Begemann, is based in St. Louis, MISSOURI. Chief 
Technology Officer, Robert Fraley, pioneered GMOs. And Michael Taylor, their lawyer, 
co-authored the Food and Drug Administration 's (FDA) substantial equivalency policy that 
says GMO foods are no different than non-GMO foods. 

Do you believe the FDA that it is "substantial equivalence" for laboratory spear guns to 
insert Bacterial, Fungal, or Viral Infections as carriers of Genes from foreign species, 
Drugs, Enzymes, Medicine, and Vaccines into the pure genetic DNA of Nature.
